The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Committee on 
the mutiny bill, Lord Scarfdale in the chair ; when 
* . Lord Downe, id a fpeech of confiderable 
length, objected to the claufe which fubjected brevet 
officers td the jurifdiction of Courts-Martial. He 
could “not produce a precedent, and he challenged a- 
ny noble Peer prefent to adduce an inftance, by 
which brevet officers. were under the jurifdiction of 
Courts-Martial.. He therefore confidered the alter- 
ation intended in the mutiny bill as contrary to the 
principles of the conftitution. As it tended to an 
extenfion of military law beyond the limits always 
prefcribed in this country, he hoped that their Lord- 
thips would refift the innovation. Befides, there 
was an ambiguity in the wording of the claufe, 
which left many to doubt, whether or not officers 
on half-pay were not liable to the fame difagreeable 
“circumftances. He confequently thought, that it 
wéuld be neceflary to provide againft fuch an inter- 
pretation of the law, as he was fully perfuaded it 
ought to be mentioned as explicitly as poflible. Af- 
ter feveral other obfervations, he moved, that the 
phrafe, “ in commiffion,” thould be exchanged for 
“afual fervice”” ‘This would, he ap rehended, 
remove the dubiety, and exclude all gentlemen who 
ranked.as brevet officers, but were not in actual fer- 
vice, from the jurifdiction of a Court-Martial.

Lord Loughborough declared, that he was alarm- 
ed at the rapid advances of the influence of the mi- 
litary law. Since its commencement, about 90 
years ago, it had been adopted gradually by ftealth, 
without any particular notice taken jof its progrefs. 
On no occafion, however, had it appeared in fuch a 
dangerous view as at prefent. Tt was about to be 
extended to five hundred perfons, who were to be 
doomed to the inconvenience and trouble included 
in the bill, and were about to fuffer the innovation 
in filence. No precedent had been attempted to be 
adduced, nor had there been a fingle argument to 
prove the probability of the exiltence of any fimilar 
inftance. A mere report had- been communicated 
to them; it was the cafe of Major General Stuart, 
which made it, agreeably to the fapporters of the 
bill, abfolutely neceffary to introduce fuch a eee 
fion. But this cafe was not applicable. ajor 
General Stuart was not merely a brevet officer, as 
he held his commiffion in India by a letter of ap- 
pointment from the Secretary of State. He enlar- 
ged confiderably on this {dea, and then moved an 
amendment to the following purport: That the 
words, * in commifion or in pay,” Should be chan- 
ged to “ iz commifion and in pay.” This would 
be a juft exclufion of brevet officers who did not re- 
ceive any emolument from their rank. 

Lord Town/bend fapported the claufe. Tt fome- 
times, he faid, happened, that officers were in the 
poffeflion of two ranks, one by brevet, the other by 

Miao au Tohabar cal xhev,fioyld certainly be 
the former rank... As they were admitted to fit a+ - 
courts-martial, they fhould certainly be fubjected to 
that tribunal which they countenanced. 

Lord Sandwich was of a different opinion. He 
faid, that he had been ranked as brevet officer fo 
far back as the rebellion in the year 17453 and 
thought that it would be exceedingly hard that he 
fhould be made liable to a trial by court-martial.— 
There were many men of fortune, he imagined, in 
the fame predicament ; confequently, he believed that 
the claufe propofed-was an infringement of liberty. 

The Lord Chancellor defended the claufe in a 
ftrong manner. With regard to the obfervations 
made by the noble Lord who had juft fat down, he 
apprehended that they were nugatory in the extreme ; 
for the noble Peer, or any other perfon in the fame 
fituation, might eafily obviate the inconvenience by 
a refignation of his rank in the army. His Lord- 
fhip took a general view of the queftion, aid advan- 
ced many arguments to convince their Lordships of 
the neceflity of the meafure. 

The Duke of Manchefter {poke in oppofition to 
the clanfe. 

Lord Porchgffer remarked, that cafes frequently 
happened when it was not if\the power of officers 
to refign, as the refignation might be countermand- 
ed by the will of the King, or his _Majefty’s Mini- 
fters ; he therefore prefumed to think that the no- 
ble Lord, who made the obfervation, had not fully 
confidered the fubject. 

The Lord Chancellor explained. 

Lord Leughborough, Lord Carlifle, Lard Sid- 
ney, und Lord Effingham, delivered their fenti- 
ments. The two laft were in favour of the claufe. + 

Lord Rawdon made fome obfervations on what 
had fallen within his knowledge during the laft war 
in America. His fpeech went to prove, that com- 
miffioned officers are frequently eslecnd by military 
etiquette under the controul of brevet officers of 

, a fupetior rank. He concluded by ftating to their 
J.ordthips the neceflity of fome degree of refponfibi- 
lity being impofed on the latter clafs.

INDIA AFFAIRS. 

The order of the day for the Houfe to refolve it- 
felf into a Committee on the India affairs, having 
been read, 

Mr Dundas moved, * that the Speaker do now 
leave the chair.” * 

Mr Francis, intimating that he intended to op- 
pofe the bill, witted to be informed in what parti- 
cuar ftage of it he might, with moft regularity, and 
attention to form, urge his oppofition. 

Mr Dundas faid, that to be able to give the Hon. 
member the information he wifhed for, he ought to 
know the grounds or object of his oppofition ; whe- 
ther it was to principle, or to fome of the oy 
only, that he meant to object. 
to the former, the prefent was the molt proper and 
regular time to ftate it; but if it was only againft 
particular parts that the Hon. Gentleman intended 
to argue, he had better wait till the bill fhould have 
got into the Committee. 

The queftion for the Speaker’s leaving the chair 
was put, and carried without oppofition. 

r Rous then took the chair, and having read 
the preamble, began to put the ufual queftion, 
‘¢ That the preamble be poftponed ;* when he was 
interrupted by 

Mr Francis, who faid, that the’ dill'was highly 
objectionable both in its principle and its parts ; and 
he wondered how the mover of it:could have paid 
fo little regard to the feelings of his. Right Hon. 
friend, who brought in two years ago-the bill which 
the prefent one was calculated to amend, as to cen- 
fure it in fuch very fevere terms as he found in the 
preamble of the bill now under contideration; there 
it was fated, that doubts and ambiguities, had been 
entertained of its meaning, and fome inconveniencies 
hadibeen experienced in confequence of it: this was 
a poor compliment to the framer of a bill that was 
held out to the public as a panacea for all the evils 
that had been felt ia India. He found in one of the 
claufes, that a power was to be given to the Cover- 
por, Gencral to, rerall into che Companys Grvics {uch 
in Bengal; this might be called « repeal of a bye- 
law made by the Company, which rendered incapa- 
ble of being employed again, all perfons who, after 
their return from India, fhould have refided a cer- 
tain time in England. Why fuchonly as had fat 
in Counci! fhould be employed inthe Council, he 
was not able to conceive. . By this new bill the Go- 
vernor General was to have the power of filling up 
his Council with whatever perfonshe fhould think 
proper, without being tied down to the. obfervance 
of the prefent ‘exifting laws, -by which the feats at 
the Council Board were to be filled by the fenior 
fervants of the Company, and not by the juniors. 
He would fuppofe that the Governo- General, ating 
under this power, fhould call a junior fervant to the 
Council. In what fituation mutt that pesfon, be pla- 
ced, fhould the Board of Controul: at home fend out 
fome other perton to fuperfede, bim?.. Was he again 
to fall behind, and ferve under thofe, whom, while in 
Council, he had been accuftomed to command ? This 
was an inconvenience that ought to beferioufly attend- 
edto. The idea of making the Gov., General inde- 
pendent of his Council, was, in -his opinion, big 
with danger to the ftate. What had been the 
ground taken again{ft the government of Mr Ha- 
{tings ? Why, that though the orders fent to him 
from home, formed an admirable fy{tem of ethics, 
they were ineffectual, becaufe the court that fent 
them had not power to force obedience to them. — 
The complaint then was, that the government was 
weak at home, and too ftrong abroad ; and how was 
this evil to be remedied ? Why, by making it great- 
er; for the Governor abroad was to have his pow- 
ers not only enlarged, but made unlimited. ‘The 
Commander in Chief too, was to be deprived of his 
feat in Council, to make way for fome .»gw appoint- 
ment from home ; and the Governor General ‘was 
to be velted with civil and military authority. What 
did the framers of the new bill mean by giving mi- 
litary authority to the Governor General? Did they 
mean that Lord. Cornwallis fhould ever take the 
field, and put himfelf at the head of an. army ? If 
they did, they did not know what they were doing ; 
they did not know how inceffant mutt be the Jabour 
of a Governor General in this civil capacity only ; 
and they were little aware of the confequences that 
might enfue, if he was to quit the centre of his Go- 
vernment, to fet out at the-head of an army on mili- 
tary expeditions. In his civil capacity, he found 
he was to enjoy unlimited power to aét againft 
the opinion of the Council, on condition that he 
fhould declare upon oath, whenever he fhould fo a¢t, 
that he thought his own opinion better:than that of 
the Council. But why put himto his oath? Were 
not his word, his honour fufficient * » After having 
argued in this way for fome time; he rodiched upon 
the alteration propofed with refpet to the difcovery 
to be made upon oath by every perfon returning from 


If his objection lay. 


India, of the amount of his property : he condem red 
the whole of the plan in the former bill; he con- 
demned {till more the alteration ; for aecording to 
it, the declaration upon,oath was to be fecret, and 
not producible as evidence on trial; fo that the ob- 
ject of the declaration, which was, that being pub- 
lic, individuals might have an opportunity of fecing 
whether there was any concealment of property or 
not, would be loft ; as the temptatio’ to difcoverers 
would be taken away. He concluded by moviag, 
that the Chairman do leave the chair. Upon this 
motion the Committee was going to decide, when 
Sir James Erfkine role, to exprefs his aftonifh- 
ment, that Minifters fhould not think it proper to 
‘take any notice of the Honourable Member’s 
fpeech. He then proceeded to animadvert upon 
moft of the claufes in the bill ; urging alfo the im- 
propriety of intrulting the Governor General with 
fuch unlimited powers. When Sir James had 
fat down, the Committee was a~aia going to divide, 
when 

Mr Burke interrupted the Chairman, as he was 
putting the queftion. He faid, he was not furpri- 
fed at the filence of the gentlemen on the Treafury 
Bench. It was very natural, that when the argu- 
ment was all on one fide, the other thould oppofe 
only with fileacee ‘The eloquence of numbers was 
alone a match for the force of reafoning againft the 
bill. For his part, he did not mean to enter large- 
ly into the merits of the bill, He would content 
himfelf with making a few remarks upon that part 
of it which ftated it to be expedient, that in order 
to give vigour, energy, and activity to Government, 
the Governor General thauld be vefted with arbitra- 
ry power : he would not attempt to prove, by argu- 
ment, that this was falfe; for the oufe that could 
reesive and entertain, even for a moment, fuch a 
propofition, was not likely to be convinced by any 
argument that he could ufe. He rofe, therefore, 
only to prote(t again{t it, and to appeal to the expe- 
rience of men, and the hiftory of the world, for the 
refutation of ‘fach a pofition, The claufe that con- 
tained it lied againft the hiftory of mankind, lied 
againft experience, lied againit reafon. The Court 
of Conftantinople was deemed, he faid, the motft 
arbitrary in Chriftendom, or in the world; and_ yet 
there was no where to be found lefs energy, leds vi- 
gour, Jefs activity in the management of affairs ; 
weaknefs, imbecillity, and delay characterifed the 
counfels of that pattern of arbitrary courts. Arbi- 
trary power funk the dignity of human nature, and 
rendered the inftruments of it contemptible and 
wretched. Thofe to whom it was delegated by the 
Chief, were in a miferable fituation indeed. Over 
them was a defpotic tyrannic matter. Below them, 
nations of flaves- funk below the rank of men. Mr 
Burke purfued this idea for a long time, and con- 
trafted the counfels of arbitrary governments with 
thofe of free {tates ; and thewed, that while the lat- 
ter acted with energy and difpatch, the proceedings 
of the former were marked with weaknefs and pro- 
cra(tination. The time was, he faid, when the 
Houfe would not have gone the length of debating 
a propofition for giving any man an arbitrary power, 
but would rife up indignantly againft the firft men- 
tion of it. It was the non nominandum inter Chri- 
Jianos. .The Houfe would have crufhed it in the 
bud ; and ‘with reafon zoo. For, if the principle 
was good with refpeét to India, it would hold e- 

By 64 eh fey Dingleedy anh arbitrary 
power might one day be thought as neceflary hore 
as there. He next attacked the new judicature, 
and the propofed alteration :~the publicity of the 
declaration of property by perfons coming from In- 
dia, was like an open confeflion; but the alteration 
which would prevent it from becoming matter of re- 
cord, would fubject it to the infpectien only of the 
Board of Controul, would introduce auricular con- 
feflion ; and the confeffor might, according to cir- 
cumftances, lay a light or a heavy penance on the 
penitent, over whom he would have a very great 
influence. 

Mr Dundas faid, that if he had been filent, it was 
not from any want of refpect for the gentlemen who 
had preceded him ; but becaufe their objections went 
particularly to parts of the bill, he had thought it 
beft to referve himfelf, till the Committee fhould 
have got to thofe parts. As to a debate upon the 
principle, he had been fo far from thrinking, from it, 
that he had told the Hon. Member who began the 
debate, that if-he meant to oppofe the principle, the 
time for doing it was when the quettion was put for 
the Speaker’s leaving the chair. 

Mr Fox in reply obferved, that when his Hon. 
friend withed the Houfe thould be refumed, it was 
|, not for the purpofe of breaking up the Committee 
forever, but merely that Gentlemen might have time 
to turn in their minds what claufes it might be pro- 
| per to introduce in this very important bill, to guard 
| againit the evils which it threatened. 

- The Chancellor of the Exchequer “appealed to the 
Committee, which fide appeared mott anxious to 
} gaintime. ‘Thofe who oppofed ‘the bill wanted to 
break up the Committee ; thofe who fupported the 
bill wifhed that the Committee might not break up, 
until the: merits of every part of the bill thould have 
been difcuffed. Surely no one could think there 
was, on the part of the latter, any backwardnefs to 
meet and to anfwer every argument that had been 
or might be urged againit the claufes.

* On account of the late hour at which the 
Houfe of Commons rofe this morning, it adjourned 
over till to-morrow. No bufinefs was therefore 
tranfaéted this day, and the Lords broke up, about 
half an hour after they. met, without doing any bufi- 
nefs, at leaft worth being mentioned. 

“ There is no doubt but that the hew India bill 
brought in by Mr Dundas, will de paffed into a law, 
and got through the Commions without much diffi- 
culty. It is, however, expected to meet with a 
ery violent oppofition in the Lords, and that Earl 
Fitzwilliam, Earl of Carlifle, Lord Loughborough, 
and Lord Stormont, will greatly diftioguifh them- 
felves on the occafion. It mutt alfo, at the fame 
time, be obferved of this bill, that however effec- 
tually it may be carried through both Houfes by 
mere dint of numbers by the Miniftry, it muft be 
admitted by every difpaflionate man full as excep- 
tionable as any other bill we have ever feen for the 
better regulation of the affairs of India; and there 
canbe no doubt, but that the omnipotent power 
granted Earl Cornwallis, the newly appointed Go- 
vernior General of India, will give fach jult umbrage 
to the Company’s fervants. as to occafion many of 
them, upon his arrival in India, to return home to 
Europe.

When they had got to the Church, the 
laft military honours were paid to that brave and gal- 
lant officer, who was long and juftly efteemed by all 
who had the pleafure of his acquaintance, but by 
none more than the officers and men of his own re- 
giiment, 

We hear, that Mrs Sparks, lately arrived from 
Ireland, and long efteemed as an actrefs of great 
merit in that kingdom, will make her firft appear- 
ance here, in the character of Mrs Oakly, in the 
Jealous Wife, on Thurfday evening next.

The Judges having 
then appeared, and examined the differen, lots, re- 
ported to the Club, That the lots ploughed by 
James Love,ploughman to John Stenhoufe of Foddy 
Efq; James Walker, ploughman to Mr James Sten- 
houfe, Grange; William Bawd, ploughman to Mr 
William Walker, Orchardhead ;'and David Swan, 
ploughmaz to Mr Robert Walker, Sunnybank—to 
be the beft work, and the premiums adjudged to 
thefe ploughmen ; the firft being adjudged to James 
P Love, with a filver medal, having the plough en- 
graved on the one fide, and on the other the Inver- 
keithing Farmer, Club, to the merit of the vittor. 
The other premiums were adjudged to the other 
three, according to their refpective merit. 

The Judges, with a number of Gentlemen that 
attended on the occafion, exprefled their higheft fa~ 
tisfaction of the whole performance, and were of o- 
hinion, that the like trials in future might be of real 
ufe to agriculture in general. 

‘The plan which has been for fome time in agita- 
tion, relative to the Scots fifheries, will very foon 
be carried into effect. It is now countenanced by 
avery powerful intereft. Mr Dempfter-and Mr 
Beaufoy, two gentlemen who merit the higheft en- 
comiums of the people of Scotland, were, on Mon- 
day fe’ennight, admitted members of the Highland 
Society ; and, in confequence of the warm reprefenta- 
tions of thofe two gentlemen, the whole meeting, 
confifting of a number of very refpectable characters, 
pledged themfelves to fupport the meafure. This 
acceflion of ftrength comprehends, either by family 
connection or reciprocity of intereft, all the power 
of the Scots noblemen and gentlemen. They have 
entered with unanimity, zeal, and vigour into the 
plan, and are refolved to co-operate with Mr Demp- 
fter and Mr Beaufoy in the adoption of a fyftem 
which will not only be of great national utility, but 
ferve as a fource of wealth tothe country. A com- 
mittee has been appointed for the purpofe of invelti- 
gation, who are to meet weekly; and they are to 
receive inftructions from Meff. Dempfter and Beau- 
foy, who will generally prefide on the occafion. 
Thefe two gentlemen (particularly Mr Demptter) 
have proceeded with the moft indefatigable diligence 
in their refearches. The members of Parliament 
have applauded their activity, as they very naturally 
conclude, that the fcheme will not only bring an in- 
flux of riches, but ferve as an excellent nurfery for 
feamen, who may be called out in times of immi- 
nent danger. 

Mr Knox and Dr Anderfon deferve praife for be- 
ing the firft who agitated this propofition; and to 
them the public are indebted for many excellent il- 
luftrations on the fubje&. “Their opinions are quo- 
ted as fufficient authorities. One of them judici- 
oufly obferves, that it appears, from the account of 
the Highlands and Iflands of Scotland, that the dif= 
perfion of the people, their dependence on the foil, 
and that flavery which refults from it, are the chief 
caufes, together with the falt-laws, which have hi- 
therto prevented the inhabitants from engaging in 
the fifhery. The next {tep, therefore, after correct- 
ing the errors of the falt-laws, will be to give free- 
dom and independence to the people. When we 
look back to the annals of South Britain, we may 
obferve, that there was a time when the great body 
of the people were flaves to their fuperiors,’ in the 
Ktricteft fenfe of the word, being nearly in the fame 
{tate that the people of ‘Poland and Ruffia are to 
this day. . We now perceive that perfect freedom 
pervades the whole mafs, and that every man is at 
hberty to exert his own talents, .in the beft way he 
can, for his own emolument. ‘The Highlanders, it 
is hoped, will now be emancipated from their bond- 
age. The gentle and fafcinating arms of liberty are 
about to be opened for their protection. The {piri 
of emigration will be fikduel, and the dictates of 
humanity and freedom will fave them from the iron 
hands of oppreflion and tyranny.
